Charles Relther, 20, son of 
.Mr. anil Mrs. W. C. Relther of 
1116 Holiday avenue, miracu¬ 
lously escaped death yesterday 
afternoon in a tumble down a 
jagged 600-foot embankment in 
the San Bernardino mountains. 
Reither was hiking with his 
brother. Ear! and a friend, Jim 
Pegues, both of Santa Ana. about 
3:30 yesterday afternoon when his 
feet began sliding on a sheet of 
ice near Icehouse canyon. Before 
hia companions could grab him, 
he was falling down the cliff. It 
was nightfall before help could be 
enlisted in carrying Reither on a 
stretcher for a distance of three 
miles to an ambulance. The res¬ 
cue party employed torchlights in 
finding their way out of the can¬ 
yon with the injured lad. 

Immediately following the ac¬ 
cident, Pegues rushed to a 
ranger’s camp a mile away and 
there secured the assistance of 
CCC boys. For a time it was 
feared Reither had sustained a 
broken leg, but examination by 
a physician at his home this 
morning showed there were no 
bones broken. 

Reither was taken to an On¬ 
tario hospital about 9 o’clock last 
night where he was treated and 
returned to his home here. His 
physician is reported to have said 
he received only severe cuts and 
bruisee. 

'Victor Troboz, Los Angeles 
youth, was believed possibly dead 
after falling approximately 2000 
feet in a similar mishap near the 
summit of Mt. Baldy. A rescue 
party was finding difficulty in 
locating him, according to reports 
received here.

Smith was 
seriou.sly burned and lacerated.

John Ragan, second Orange resi¬ 
dent injured in the blast, is the 
more seriously hurt of the two, 
and probably will be confined to 
the hospital for several weeks, it 
was reported. 

The blast in which the pair was 
burned and injured occurred when 
the proprietor of the hotel at¬ 
tempted to light a gas heater in 
their room. She was killed in the 
resultant explosion. The entire 
forward wall of the building was 
blown forward a foot, and the 
room was demolished.

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NAVY PROGRAM DELAY WOULD JEOPARDIZE U. S, WARNS LEAHY 


U. S. DEFENSE 
FUNDS URGED 
BY ADMIRAL 

22 New Ships Under 
Building Program 

WASHINGTON. (.W—Congress 
received a warning from the navy’s 
chief of operations today that any 
delay in the shipbuilding or air¬ 
craft programs would "jeopardize” 
the nation’s security. 

Admiral William D. Leahy, tes¬ 
tifying before a house appropria¬ 
tions subcommittee on the navy’s 
financial needs, said the interna¬ 
tional situation was so serious the 
United States "must continue to 
maintain our national defense es¬ 
tablishments at their highest et- 
ficiency.” 

CITES UNREST 

"The present moment is not one 
when the Uniteci States can safely 
reduce its means of national de¬ 
fense without jeopardizing our na¬ 
tional security.” he said. "The po¬ 
litical conditions in the world, ooin 
in Europe and the Far East, are 
more threatening than at any time 
since 1928, and are distinctly worse 
than a year ago.” 

President Roosevelt is drafting 
a message expected to call for a 
naval construction program sub¬ 
stantially in excess of present limi¬ 
tations. 

The material condition of the 
navy’s most powerful weapons - 
its battle.ships -- is satisfactory. 
Leahy said but they "are rapidly 
approaching obsolescence.” 

ALL .ARE AGED 

“All of our battleships are more 
than 16 years old and five of them 
have had no modernization.” he 
said. "Seven are more than 20 
years old . . . and five more be¬ 
come 20 years old before 1942.” 

Under these circumstances, he 
explained, it would be legal for 
the United State.s, under the Vin- 
son-Trammell act authorizing a 
"treaty navy,” to build 13 battle¬ 
ships by 1942, including two now 
under construction and two for 
which an initial appropriation was 
included in the budget for the next 
fiscal vear.

NAVAL PROGRAM TO 
GIVE WORK TO *7,000 
WASHINGTON. ifP) -The United 
States’ new warship building pro¬ 
gram, tentative statistics showed 
today, will provide work in the 
next fiscal year to 77,000 men. 

This estimate was made by navy 
officials on the basis of recom¬ 
mendations in President Roose¬ 
velt’s 1939 budget message. Re¬ 
quests for supplementary construc¬ 
tion are expected in his national 
defense message. 

Speaker Bankhead said after a 
White House conference the mes¬ 
sage would not go to congress un¬ 
til the latter part of the week, 
thus giving the house time to dis¬ 
pose of the pending navy depart¬ 
ment appropriation bill.

Candy Buying Unit Prospers 


GREENBELT, Md. IJP) — ’The 
gum-drop cooperative is doing well 
— a profit was in sight today. 

Youngsters in the grade school 
of this government-built com¬ 
munity heard their parents talk¬ 
ing of cooperative stores. 

They tried the idea. Ninety-two 
boys and girls bought .shares of 


stock for 10 cents each, and voted 
that candy, gum, cookies, and pen¬ 
cils be handled by their co-op. 

James L. Dameron, 14-year-old 
manager, said receipts during the 
first 10 days more than covered 
the first inventory and provided 
a start on a reserve, which must 
precede distribution of profits. 


33 NEW .SHIPS IN 
NAV.AL .APPROPRIATION 

WASHINGTON. (A’>‘-The house 
appropriations committee, recom¬ 
mended today a $553,2f>'>.494 ap¬ 
propriation to finance the navy in 
the coming fiscal year—an in¬ 
crease of J26.723.186 over the cur¬ 
rent year. 

Although the total was $11,139.- 
967 less than the budget request¬ 
ed, it would permit start of con¬ 
struction of 22 new ships—two 
battleships to cost $70,850,300 
each; two cruisers, eight destroy¬ 
ers, six submarines end four aux¬ 
iliary vessels. 


HOUSE COLD TO 
POWER DEAL 

WASHINGTON. (Ab — A pro¬ 
posal that the government buy out 
the largest private utility group in 
the Tennessee valley received 
scant support today from the first 
members of congress to discuss it. 

Wendell L. Wlllkie had sug¬ 
gested that "as a last resort in a 
desperate situation,” the govern¬ 
ment purchase power companies In 
that area which are subsidiaries of 
the Commonwealth and Southern 
corporation. Willkie is president 
of the latter company. 

Rep. Rankin (D., Miss.) leader 
of the public power bloc in the 
house, was more favorably in¬ 
clined toward the idea than other 
legislators who commented. He 
expressed willingness for such a 
purchase if the price was not 
based on "inflated values.” 

Chairman May (D., Ky.) of the 
house military committee, how¬ 
ever, opposed purchase "at any 
price” as the beginning of "state 
sociaiism.” Senator King (D., 
Utah) objected to the government 
buying any power plant. 


Rampant Spies 
Bring Call for 
Navy Assistance 

WASHINGTON. (;P)—A navy 
official, declaring that subver¬ 
sive activities are “highly ram¬ 
pant" in this country, has asked 
for two time-look safes for the 
naval intelligence division. 

William D. Bergman, admin¬ 
istrative assistant and chief 
clerk of the navy department, 
supplied the details in testi¬ 
mony before a house appropria¬ 
tions subcommittee on the 1939 
naval supply bill, made public 
today. 

He said the timelock safes, to 
coat $3000, were needed to re¬ 
place others which were too 
snmll and “do not possess class 
A security.”

Nevertheless the judiciary com¬ 
mittee arranged tor careful scru¬ 
tiny of Reedis qualifications, even 
as Justice George Sutherland, 
whom he will succeed, made his 
final appearance on the bench. 
COURT .MEETS 

No cases of national interest 
were up for decision by the jus¬ 
tices, meeting at noon for the 
last session before a two weeks’ 
recess. The retirement of the 75- 
year-old Sutherland will become 
effective at midnight. 

After an informal discussion of 
Reed’s nomination by the entire 
judiciary committee, Chairman 
Ashurst (D., Ariz. I said he would 
turn further consideration over to 
a subcommittee headed by Sen¬ 
ator Logan (D., Ky.) 

The subcommittee will hold 
hearings, Ashurst added, and any 
person wishing to do so may ap¬ 
pear before it. 

ROUTINE HEARINGS 

Committeemen expected the 
hearings would be only routine, 
however. They said an informal 
decision had been reached to hold 
hearings on all supreme court 
nominations. Failure to conduct 
hearings on the nomination of 
Hugo L. Black created a furor 
wlien it was found Black once had 
been a member of the Ku Klux 
Klan. 

Now that Black is on the high 
court hnd Reed has been picked 
for Justice Sutherland’s post, lib¬ 
erals will be in the majority for 
the finst time since Mr. Roosevelt 
took office. 

Reed, a Kentucky Democrat, 
never has held a judicial position. 
Originally brought to the govern¬ 
ment service by President Hoover, 
he became counsel for the farm 
board in 1929. Later he was an 
attorney for the Reconstruction 
Finance corporation, where he 
drafted much administration legis¬ 
lation. President Roosevelt ap¬ 
pointed him s o 1 i c i t o r-general 
in 1935. 

LIBERAL JUSTICES 

When Reed is confirmed, most 
senators expected him to become 
aligned with the so-called liberal 
justices—Brandeis, Cardozo, Stone 
and Black. 

Thus that group would have a 
definite majority for the first 
time, although Chief Justice 
Hughes and Justice Roberts have 
voted with it in support of some 
administration legislation. 

Justice Cardozo now is seri¬ 
ously ill of a heart ailment, and 
some persons have expressed be¬ 
lief he will retire shortly. If this 
should happen, Mr. Roosevelt could 
make his third supreme court ap¬ 
pointment. 

DEAD ISSUE 

Both senate, friends and foes of 
the administration’s court reor¬ 
ganization bill expressed the view 
that court retirements have made 
that proposal a dead issue. Some 
senators said it was doubtful that 
even a constitutional amendment 
making retirement of judges com¬ 
pulsory at 75 would be seriously 
considered. 

Reed’s confirmation would bring 
the average age vt the justices 
down to 66 H years, compared with 
about 69 at present and a trifle 
under 72 before the retirement 
last summer of Justice V^lUs Van 
Devanter, who la 78. 


NEW FRENCH 
CABINET IS 
SOUGHT 

PARIS. UPt —Camille Chautemps 
struggled in an anxious atmos¬ 
phere today to form a new peo¬ 
ple’s front ministry to end 
France’s four-day crisis, precipi¬ 
tated when his own cabinet re 
signed Friday in the face of fi 
nancial and labor troubles. 

President Albert Lebrun sum 
moned the radical-socialist former 
premier after Leon Bium. socialist 
ieader, failed to gain support for 
a "national union” government. 
STRAINED CALM 
A strained calm pervaded the 
halls of the chamber of deputies 
and was evident throughout the 
nation as France’s acute financial 
and labor problems continued un¬ 
solved because of the failure to 
organize a ministry. 

The country’s re.stle.s.sness was 
increased by new discoveries of 
hidden arms caches in the Surete 
Nationale’s drive against leftist 
and rightist revolutionary organ¬ 
izations. 

After his conference with Le- 
brun Chautemps indicated he 
would attempt to form a cabinet 
modeled substantially on his old 
people’s front government, retain¬ 
ing several of his previous min- 
ister.s. 

SOCI.ALISTS FIGHT 

Just as con.servative opposition 
killed Blum’s “audacious” attempt 
to form a cabinet, it was reported 
in the chamber of deputies that 
socialist opposition was developing 
to a new Chautemps cabinet. 

There also was talk Chautemps 
was seeking a combination be¬ 
tween the radical-socialists and 
the moderate centri.st followers of 
Paul Reynaud. former finance 
minister. 

Chautemps was said to have 
talked with Edouard Herriot. rad¬ 
ical - .socialist president of the 
chamber, with Blum, with Edouard 
Daladier, former defense minister, 
and Senate President Jules Jean- 
neney. 

The Bourse was open, but only 
limited foreign exchange opera¬ 
tions were allowed. Banks quoted 
the franc at 30.30 to the dollar. 

As night of the fourth day of 
the crisis approached huge plac¬ 
ards appeared on the boulevards 
laying the blame for France’s 
troubles variously on capital and 
labor, rightists and leftists. One 
called for an anarchist mass 
meeting.

ROOSEVELT 
VETOES WAGE 
MEASURE 

WASHINGTON. (A’)—President 
Roosevelt vetoed today a house 
bill increasing the hourly pay of 
part-time charmen and charwomen 
in the postoffice department from 
50 cents and 55 cents to 55 cents 
and 60 cents respectively. 

He advised congress he consid¬ 
ered the measure to be “funda¬ 
mentally objectionable” on three 
counts: ) 

1. It increased the pay in one 
branch of the government service 
without applying the same in¬ 
crease to other branches. 

2. The increased rate, on a per 
annum basis, exceeded the average 
rate fixed by law for all other 
employes in the same grade. 

3. The measure raised the pay 
rate for one class of employes In 
one grade under the classification 
act "without taking into consider¬ 
ation the effect of such increase 
upon the rates of pay for other 
grades under the act.” 

“I deeply regret,” Mr. Roosevelt 
said, “the necessity for withhold¬ 
ing my approval of a measure 
which would provide increased 
compensation for a low paid class 
of employes, but I do not feel, for 
the reasons which I have set 
forth, that I would be justified in 
taking different action with re¬ 
spect to a bill that would give 
preferential treatment to any sin¬ 
gle group of employes.” 

WRIGHT JURY 
STILL SOUGHT 

LOS ANGELES. fiPi—The slow 
process of selecting a jury con¬ 
tinued today in the trial of Paul 
A. Wright, former airport man¬ 
ager who the state charges mur¬ 
dered his wife and “best friend,” 
John Kimmel. 

Wright has pleaded innocent 
and innocent by reason of in- 
.sanity. He has told police that 
he shot the victims down in a 
“white flame" of anger when he 
came upon them embracing in his 
living room the night of Nov. 9.

Aged Bacteria Survive 
Year in Refrigerator 


SAN LUIS OBISPO. (iPl—Bac¬ 
teria, sleeping one year frozen In 
a cube of ice, are back to the 
busy life of reproducing colonies. 
Dr. Ira B, Bartle reported today. 

The nap of a year in freezing 
temperatures had no more effect 
on the life of certain soil bacteria 
than a 165-year .snooze in the 
heart of adobe bricks from the 
walls of the old Mission of San 
Luifl Obispo. 

In fact it was the same bac¬ 
teria that the noted experiment¬ 
ing physician-scientist put to sleep 
for a year in a refrigerator. 

Taking one gram of soil from 
an ancient adobe brick, mixing 
it with two centimeters of sterile 
water. Dr. Bartle placed the mix¬ 
ture in a laboratory refrigerator 
a year ago. He kept the mixture 
frozen one year. 

Then he took a look, after de¬ 
frosting. He found that of the 
11 varieties of soil bacteria 
counted In the soil, three had sur¬ 
vived the year’s freezing and be¬ 


gan normal functioning and began 
reproducing when again in normal 
temperatures. On the soil count 
before freezing there showed 40,- 
800,000 bacteria, while after freez¬ 
ing the count was 18,420,000. Dr. 
Bartle said this indicated that 
three types were of the strongest 
power of resistance to changing 
conditions. 

Surviving bacteria were all of 
the nitrogen-forming varieties, Dr. 
Bartle said. They were of the 
bacillus subtillus type, one being 
hay bacillus, one fuciform bacillufl, 
and one spores of nomilla, a type 
of fungus. 

For years Dr. Bartle has been 
experimenting with bacteria found 
in .soil of ancient adobe structures, 
including the California and 
Southwest missions, and the an¬ 
cient ruins of Mexico. 

Dr. Bartle has been invited to 
be one of the American delegates 
to the International Congrc.ss of 
Anthropologists and Ethnologists 
in Copenhagen next August.

LONDON. (American Wire) — 
A national institute of dre.ss here 
or in the United States in which 
scientist research in fashion and 
fabric designing can be carried on 
should be e.stablished, in the opin¬ 
ion of Dr. C. Willett Cunnington, 
owner of tfie world’s lai'gest pri¬ 
vate costume collection. 

Dr. Cunnington has offered his 
collection of over 500 dresses and 
thousands of photographs illus¬ 
trating the clothing of English¬ 
women and children during the 
past 150 years to those interested 
in founding such an institute. If 
there is no response here h« will 
send it to America, he said today.

PASADENA. (iP) — California 
back-shore beaches "oscillate” 
and persons who build on them 
have the warning of Dr. W. S. 
Grant. University of California 
at Los Angeles geologist, their 
houses may be washed away. 

"By oscillate,” he said, “I mean 
that sections of the beaches now 
above high tide may be washed 
away and filled in again over a 
long period of years.” 

Numbers of beach homes, par¬ 
ticularly in the Southern Cali¬ 
fornia area, have been undermined 
or carried away by ground swells 
and high waves in recent years. 
Some scientists have attributed 
this to seiche, or “standing waves,” 
like those created in a bathtub, 
with the Pacific ocean as a huge 
tub. 

TYPHOONE CAUSE 

Dr. Grant and Dr. F. P. Shep¬ 
ard. University of Illinois, told a 
group of students and scientists 
at the California Institute of Tech¬ 
nology yesterday their investiga¬ 
tions indicated the ground swells 
were created by typhoons in the 
Philippines area and crossed to 
the California coast at a velocity 
averaging 26'^ miles an hour. 

“In time,” Dr. Grant suggested, 
“we may be able to forecast their 
arrival. Similar ground swells are 
encountered in Morocco, where the 
landing of goods from ships de¬ 
pends upon quiet seas. Geologists 
there report they are able to pre¬ 
dict the arrival of the heavy waves 
by watching areas of low barom¬ 
etric pressure in the North At¬ 
lantic.” 

SLIDES STARTED 

Dr. Shepard, who had studied 
changes in the ocean bottom along 
the California coa.st, said sea cur¬ 
rents apparently had no effect on 
the .submarine land but there was 
some evidence ground swells had 
started slides. 

Soundings, he said, had shown a 
slide in a submarine canyon off 
La Jolla similar to Los Angeles’ 
recently “moving mountain.” Re¬ 
ports that the 1933 earthquake 
had caused marked changes in the 
ocean bottom along the coast of 
Southern California, Dr. Shepard 
described as unfounded, but said 
earthquakes in Japan had caused 
the floor of one bay there to rise 
in places and drop in others. 


Members of the Yorba Linda 
Citrus as.sociation received 15478,- 
000 for their lemons, oranges and 
grapefruit in 1937, a gain of $88,- 
000 in association receipts over 
the preceding season, it was an¬ 
nounced at the annual meeting of 
the group, Saturday. The field 
box income in 1937 was the high¬ 
est since 1930, the peak year for 
unpacked fruit, according to offi¬ 
cials. 

Total revenue from lemons was 
$315,000 for 1937, a gain of $31,- 
000 over the preceding season, and 
orange receipts last year were 
$158,000 which was $52,000 higher 
than in 1936. Grapefruit, which 
yielded only a slight income in 
1936, were valued in 1937 at .$3000, 
The report was presented by A. A. 
Adams, secretary-manager of the 
association. 

New directors elected at the 
annual meeting, at which 150 per¬ 
sons were present, were George 
Kellogg and S. L. Marsburn who 
succeed B. J. Fo.ss and A. R. 
Marshburn. Hold over members 
of the directorate are: Z. K. 
French, C. B. MacArthur, O. J. 
Dyckman, Bert Shaw and James 
A. Small. The group will reorgan¬ 
ize tomorrow evening. 

Speakers at the occasion Satur¬ 
day were F. F. Heydenfeldt, man¬ 
ager of the growers service of the 
California Fruit Growers ex¬ 
change; A. H. Kirchmann, man¬ 
ager of the North Orange County 
Citrus e.xchange, and George 
Graham, of Placentia, Associated 
Farmers repre.sentativc. 


BERLIN, m The purge of 
Jews from German economic and 
.social iife left them convinced to¬ 
day that the only .solution of their 
plight was emigration. 

A resolution adopted at the an- 
nuai meeting of the German .lew- 
i.sh council urgently appealed to 
the Palestine government and 
countries overseas to assist with 
emigration plans. 

Dr. Leo Baeck, president of the 
council, took occa.sion to note that 
Jewry's position throughout the 
world was becoming more diffi¬ 
cult. 

TO PALESTINE? 

The council especially recom¬ 
mended .sending young German 
Jew.s to Palestine, to cooperate in 
building up the national home 
there. 

Thinly populated countries were 
asked to revi.se immigration laws 
to make possible the settlement of 
a greater number of Jews. 

The council asked the German 
government to stop any further 
curtailment of Jewish economic 
privileges, especially any act which 
might make, elderly Jew.s become 
burdens on public welfare institu¬ 
tions. 

However, the latest decree is¬ 
sued by the Reich economic minis¬ 
try, at prc.sent headed by Colonel 
General Hermann Wilhelm Goer- 
ing, left no doubt that all efforts 
were, directed toward driving the 
Jew from Geisnan economic anri 
social life. 

U.NWELf ()5IE GUESTS 

Commenting on this decree, the 
magazine of the Academy for Ger¬ 
man Law said: 

"The minister of er-onomics un¬ 
equivocally expressed the opinion 
that the Reich has granted .lews 
only the rights which are granted 
to an unwelcome guest. 

"They might conduct business 
within the frame of the law. But 
that is all. As far as their mem- 
ber.ship in economic organizations 
is concerned, to which membership 
is compulsory, Jewish rights and 
duties in the.se organizations are 
cemfined to paying dues and re- 
ceivin.g instructions.” 

Recent orders have restrained 
Jewish doctors from .serving on 
insurance boards, banned Jews 
from Nurnbuerg public baths ami 
reduced the quota of manufacturc'd 
goods that Jewish factories and 
busine.ss concerns might purcha.se.

ROADS FAIF 
TO KEEP UP 
WITH TRAFFIC 

SACRAMENTO. (.PI—California 
ranks first in the number of auto¬ 
mobiles and trucks registered but 
fourth in gross receipts from 
motor vehicle fees and gasoline 
taxes, said James G. Stanley, 
principal assistant state engineer, 

today. . , 

He also stated the state ranks 
forty-second in total receipts per 
motor vehicle or in other worM 
there are only six states where the 
average motorist pays less for 
using the highway than in Cali- 
fornia. ^ .. 

"While the registration in Cali¬ 
fornia increased 8.2 per cent in 
1937 over 1936.” said Stanley, 
“highway facilities in the state 
have not kept pace with this in¬ 
crease. 

HUGE SYSTEM 

“The state highway system | 
comprises 14.000 miles and carries] 
approximately 75 per cent of the 
rural traffic. 

"Of the 14,000 miles 26 per cent, 
or 3640 miles, are as yet unim¬ 
proved- 41 per cent, or 5656 miles, 
are provided with an intermediate 
type surfacing; 33 per cent, or 
4578 miles, are high type pave¬ 
ment. , 

"Of this m.ileage thus improved, 
approximately 7500 miles are now 
of inadequate width and design to 
efficiently carry the traffic. 

"On the system there are ap¬ 
proximately 30 main artery high¬ 
way intersections crossing at 
grade where separations are Justi¬ 
fied. 

350 CROSSINGS 

"There remain approximately 
250 railroad grade crossings justi¬ 
fying separations. 

"There are 3300 bridges on the 
state system, of which only 1750 
have been constructed by the state, 
the remainder being existing 
bridges on roads taken into the 
state highway system. 

"Of the.se 3300 bridges, only ap¬ 
proximately 1000 are fully ade¬ 
quate. 

"Of the remaining 2300, approxi¬ 
mately 1000 are weak; 1100 are 
too narrow, and 320 have inade¬ 
quate or dangerous approaches. 
BRIDGES INADEQUATE 

"While, because of the obvious 
impossibility of doing all the work 
at once, accurate estimates are not 
available of the total cost of giv¬ 
ing California an adequate road 
system, nevertheless we do know 
that of the 2300 inadequate nridges 
mentioned above, there is a crying 
need at the present time for the 
removal of at least 250 of the old 
county bridges that at this time 
are an absolute hazard, represent¬ 
ing an approximate expenditure of 
$7,000,000. 

"To handle the state’s road 
problem and keep pace with traf¬ 
fic, California has the returns from 
a I'i cent gasoline tax plus ap¬ 
proximately one-third of the motor 
vehicle fees and a federal aid ap¬ 
portionment for expenditure on 
our rural highways. 'This 1'4 cent 
tax at the present time yields ap¬ 
proximately $ 22 , 000,000 annually. 
$3,000,000 FUND 

"The state's share of the motor 
vehicle fund is approximately 
$3,000,000 and federal aid is ap- 
pro.ximately $4,500,000, making a 
total of $29,500,000. Of this 
amount, a minimum of $12,500,000 
is needed for maintenance, admin¬ 
istration, engineering, and rights 
of way, leaving only $17,000,000 
available for construction and re¬ 
construction projects with which 
to overtake the procession of in¬ 
creasing rural traffic demands, 
“Consistently increasing traffic 
and continuously improved me¬ 
chanical efficiency have acceler¬ 
ated demands for safety and com¬ 
fort while revenue has followed a 
uniform velocity of return. Where 
construction lags behind traffic 
needs, congestion results with Its 
attendant hazards.’’

Women are 
homekeepers by centuries of train¬ 
ing, not by nature. There have 
been tribes where women quite 
naturally did even the fighting. 
In agrarian countries, after cen¬ 
turies women work with men in ' 
the fields. In our own south no 
distinction was made between 
negro women and men in cotton 
fields. In our farm communities 
women do their .share of farm 
work; tending cattle, working in 
field and orchard all quite natur¬ 
ally. It is no less natural in in¬ 
dustry. 

Once men were fishers, hunters, 
fighters. Women were kept in 
caves, tents, walled enclosures . . . 
not exactly because they were 
natural homekeepers, but because 
the population wanted earing for. 
Protection of women was vital to 
the tribe. 

Man became nomadic, headed 
for new frontiers. The protection 
of women was still needful. Men 
battled for their women, not from 
any sense of heroism or conscious 
devotion, but rather from the urge 
of self-preservation, which meant 
preservation of tlie race as well .as 
of the individual. Poets introduced 
the notion of chivaliy into reports 
of feudal days, when in displays 
of .strength and skill the victorious 
lord carried his lady’s favor on 
his sleeve.

Which is to say that if you want 
your fires realistic, this one is that. 
PLENTY OF ACTION 

The picture, straightforwardly 
directed by Henry King, ap¬ 
proaches the Chicago of 1854 in 
its opening sequence with the fam¬ 
ily of Patrick O'Leary, covered 
wagon travelers. 

Things begin to happen imme¬ 
diately. Patrick loses his life in a 
race with a train, leaving Molly 
f Alice Brady I a widow with three 
boys to go on to Chicago. And 
things keep on happening, for a 
paucity of action and plot is not 
one of the faults of "In Ohl Chi¬ 
cago."

I.*-) —The ingenu¬ 
ity of an American nurse in de¬ 
vising the Stars and Stripes frorr 
her uniform and a bed sheet li 
believed to have saved an Ameri¬ 
can missionary hospital just out¬ 
side Shanghai from destruction by 
Japanese bomber.s. 

The flag is the work of Miss 

Vincoe Mushrush, nurse of the 
Nantungchow hospital on the 
Yangtze river, which is run by the 
United Christian missionary so¬ 
ciety. She was in one of the build¬ 
ings when a squadron of Japanese 
bombers flew over the institution 
and released their projectiles. 

When the main building was de¬ 
molished, Miss Mushrush decided 
to display an American flag over 
what was left of the institution in 
the hope of saving the structure 
and the patients from further at¬ 
tacks by Japanese airmen. 

Lacking suitable material with 
which to make the flag, Miss 
Mushrush tore bed sheets into long 
strips. Half of these she dyed with 
a mercuric solution to make the 
red stripes. The field for the stars 
she made by cutting up her blue 
flannel nurse’s espe. 

Correct in every detail and huge 
enough to be recognized a con¬ 
siderable distance from the air, 
Old Glory was mounted in a con¬ 
spicuous place on the roof of the 
hospital.

to fly. Twice a.s many “flivver-s” 
were produced in 1937 a.s in 19.36. 
and maiiufacturing .schedules call 
for another boost, probably around 
50 per cent, or a total of between 
7000 and 8000 machines, this year. 

Not quite as easy to operate as 
the wishful thinkers used to pre¬ 
dict but nevertheless a stable and 
sturdy airplane, the ’’flivver’’ has 
become popular in a modest sense 
through price reductions made 
possible by mass production 
methods. 

The cheapest of the little ships 
costs $1270 at the factory. The 
down payment is only $425. In¬ 
surance costs are added, as they 
are on automobiles, but those too 
have been reduced. This average 
lightplane is a vest pocket edition 
of conventional, larger machines. 

Champions of private flying are 
counting on further price elrops 
to spread the use of lightplanes. 
The largest single factor in their 
manufacturing cost is the motor. 
Frequently the manufacturer must 
pay for his motor almost half the 
retail price of the plane. 

W. T. Piper, the most prolific 
producer of lightplanes in the 
United States, has remarked that 
$1300 "is by no means the rock- 
bottom price for a small, two- 
place airplane.” He contends that 
as volume of production increases, 
the manufacturing costs of ma¬ 
terials for lightplanes inevitably 
will drop. 

The possibility of molded air¬ 
plane wing.s and fuselages, by the 
use of plastics, and the residtant 
savings in fabrication costs, for 
several years has intrigued both 
research workers and manufac¬ 
turers, but as yet plastics are val¬ 
uable only in making parts not 
subject to strain. 

That the lightplane makers have 
a market of no mean proportions 
is shovTi hy the facts that almost 
40,000 persons hold student fly¬ 
ing permits, 17,000 hold pilots’ li¬ 
censes, and licensed commercial 
airplanes of every description 
number less than 10,000.

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‘Clean Sweep’ at the Courthouse? 

Like ripples on a pond, dissatisfaction with the way 
things are going at the courthouse is beginning to spread 
through the county, if utterances reaching this office are 
a reliable criterion. 

Here is a comment from the San Juan Capistrano 
Coastline Dispatch: 

We doubt very seriously that there has been any outright 
corruption or rascality in county affairs, but we do believe there 
has grown up a close corporation of office holders and political 
manipulators that has gobbled all the business, perquisites, and 
favors at the county’s disposal and that it has become impossible 
for any other citizen to break through the iron circle. 

When such condition exists, and the people learn the facts, 
it will not require unfounded charges or biased statements to 
bring about a change. 

If the county election were held tomorrow doubtless there 
would be a "clean sweep” that would affect the board of super¬ 
visors as v/ell as the administrative offices. 

The Capistrano editor makes a pretty broad state¬ 
ment, but such a thing is easily conceivable if much more 
mud comes from the big red building in the square. 

Once the public begins to lose confidence in its offi¬ 
cials, the end is just as close as election day, 

A few more messes like the Eden oil scandal, the 
fees fight, etc., etc., and nothing can stop a “clean sweep” 
of the officials involved. 

Child Marriages 

The wave of child marriages, child elopements and 
child romances has focused the nation’s attention on the 
eternal problem of impatient youth. 

Just how old should youngsters be before they can 
marry without parental consent? The law in most states 
says 18 for the girl and 21 for the boy. 

That has seemed to be a pretty workable rule, in the 
long run. These extreme cases of fervid romance between 
children should be discouraged. 

However, it is possible that some more flexible rule 
might be worked out that would delay and make happier 
the marriage of young people. 

There are some girls of 14 who have the poise and 
maturity of women; some lads at 18 or 19 have the intelli¬ 
gence and earning capacity of men of 25. 

It might be possible for some way to be worked out so 
that these exceptional cases could marry as they please. 
Such a rule might prevent a lot of elopements, heartache 
and perjury at license bureaus by youngsters. When young 
people are determined to marry, it’s hard to stop them! 

The problem these cases present is at least one for 
law-makers and sociologists to study. 

Good Roads Bring ’Em In 

One way for Santa Ana to grow is to get more busi¬ 
ness from the surrounding county. By business we mean 
not only customers for what is sold over the counter, but 
also for the services of our doctors, beauty parlors, thea¬ 
ters and other special lines. 

This business won’t drive to Santa Ana unless the 
roads are direct. The modein motorist follows the easiest 
path. 

Probably Santa Ana realty men had this in mind 
when they voted to back a campaign for direct highways 
linking the county seat with the rest of the body. At 
least, we presume so. 

The gentlemen of the realty board, under President 
Ray Goodcell, couldn’t do better than to take this affair 
up with the county planning commission at its next ses¬ 
sion. 

As a basis for the agenda, we suggest that the Hunt¬ 
ington Beach cut-off—as outlined in this paper several 
weeks ago—be placed in the form of a definite proposi¬ 
tion and put up to the board for action. 

Stanley Reed for Justice 

In Stanley Reed, the President seems to have chosen 
a man who can serve the nation in the supreme court with 
dignity and honor. 

Reed is known as the outstanding legalist of the New 
Deal. 

He has represented the government most worthily 
as solicitor general for the past several years. Several of 
the most difficult cases which Uncle Sam has taken to 
court have been won through Reed’s ability. 

Although a hard fighter, he is pleasant, courteous; 
and it is said that the members of the supreme court like 
his approach and have for several years welcomed the 
thought that someday he might sit on the same side of 
the bar that they do. 

No doubt he will have all of the ability of Justice 
Sutherland, the man he may succeed, with none of those 
fossilized notions about the general welfare. 

The President has chosen wisely; let us hope that the 
senate concurs. 

Best Wishes to a Good Man 

Fred Merker is a good man and should make the 
chamber of commerce a good president. 

We knew him when he was head of the gas company 
in another California city, and it was easy to see that 
he had the stuff. 

Later he was promoted to Santa Ana. We followed, 

too.

Disney Film 
Is National 
Achievement

You may think it an extrava¬ 
gant opinion, but I wiii say that 
Wait Disney's new fiim, "Snow 
White and the Seven Dwarfs,” is 
the happiest thing that has hap¬ 
pened in this worid since the 
armistice and stand on that. 
There are no words on my key¬ 
board capable of appreciating, 
much less exaggerating, the 
beauty of this great artist’s 
achievement in a work which took 
three years. 

And it would be futile to try to 
communicate in print the en¬ 
chantment which, for an hour and 
a half, soothes the souls of those 
who go to the theater confidently 
expecting to be entertained, of 
course, for this is Disney who 
never fails, and presently find 
themselves disembodied and ad¬ 
venturing in a realm that never 
did exist before. Not even the 
great authors of fairy tales could 
have visualized anything like this, 
and the imagination of children 
could not hear the songs of the 
dwarfs or see the fawns and chip- 
monks, the rabbits and the squir¬ 
rels tidying up the little house 
deep in the enchanted forest. 

When the play was over and the 
rather hardboiled professional au¬ 
dience in the balcony reluctantly 
stirred to go, slowly as if loath 
to return to reality, there were 
some who made no effort to con¬ 
ceal the moisture in their eyes 
and others who honked in their 
handkerchiefs while furtively dry¬ 
ing their tears. Disney had made 
these characters real while retain¬ 
ing the lovely unreality of fancy 
which may have the sound of a 
laborious paradox but is only an 
apologetic attempt to describe a 
miracle. 

As Miss Pelswick wrote in the 
Journal, "Where other producers 
in attempting imaginative flights 
become self-consciously arty and 
pound out poetic .significances with 
sledge-hammer strokes, Disney 
presents the most artistic or far¬ 
fetched idea in so simple and un¬ 
derstandable a form that the im¬ 
possible seems perfectly natural.” 
Yes, but he also seems to drug 
you with a potion which prepares 
the spirit to accept the loveliest 
illusions as reality and to over¬ 
come for the moment the last, 
lingering thought that all this is 
too good to be so. He makes 
it so. 

It seems to me that Mr. Disney 
and those who worked with him 
do not mind our muscling in to 
that extent we all should claim 
and acclaim this moving picture 
film as a national achievement, 
because no other country on earth 
has produced anything that is 
even comparable, and any coun¬ 
try that did would be busting its 
buttons with national pride. The 
Americana used to have a repu¬ 
tation abroad as braggarts, but 
since the war we have become 
self-critical to a fault and the 
neighbors have taken us at our 
word, while many of them have 
gone to boasting in a manner that 
makes our most offensive claims 
of the old clays seem like apolo¬ 
gies. 

George M. Cohan’s war song 
"Over There” offended the Brit¬ 
ish and French on the ground 
that up to the time of its writing 
the United States had done noth¬ 
ing to justify such self-apprecia- 
tion, but it was really a modest 
little thought by comparison with 
some of the songs and speeches 
and writings of the Fascists and 
the Nazis in later years. 

When Mussolini’s son thought of 
entering the movie busine.ss his 
career was hailed in Italy as an 
accomplished fact and another 
triumph of Fascism, and the Nazis 
have been eating their heart out 
waiting for Max Schmeling to 
win the heavyweight champion¬ 
ship so that the title may be 
claimed as a national treasure and 
Max exalted to the status of state 
idol of the Hitler youth. In Hol¬ 
lywood, however, the most or¬ 
dinary producers turn out as rou¬ 
tine jobs films which would call 
for national honors and some 
more ribbons for the tunic of the 
Duce’s kid if done by him in 
Italy. And the heavyweight cham¬ 
pionship—which has always lived 
here except, briefly, when Camera 
and Schmeling dubiously held the 
title—has never been an article 
of national pride with us. 

I am not overtelling you of the 
splendor of “Snow White and the 
Seven Dwarfs.” The whole coun¬ 
try will be gasping over it soon, 
but it is an achievement which 
seems to justify some strutting. 
Yet when it happened in New 
York in the Radio City mu.sic hall 
—a theater which in any other 
land would be a clamorous na¬ 
tional boast—how did it happen? 

This is how it happened—at 11 
o'clock in the morning a movie 
operator slipped the first spool on 
the axle, snapped on the switch 
and let it run. And that was the 
premiere of the greatest moving 
picture ever made.

WASHINGTON. - When Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt sent the name of 
Hugh R. Wilson to the senate for 
confirmation as ambassador to 
Germany, he gave that gentleman 
one of the highest honors ever ex¬ 
tended to a career diplomat. 

ALSO he showed that a little 
politic.s, correct manners, a good 
game of bridge, plus a fair amount 
of intelligence and a large amount 
of money, pay excellent diplomatic 
dividends. This combination took 
Hugh Wilson to the top of the 
diplomatic la<lder. 

Since the Pre.sidcnt now is fol¬ 
lowing a ‘po'if’y rewarding ca- 
I reer diplomats, and since the new 
ambassador to Germany is a fair 
example of the same, it might be 
worthwhile to put the new ap¬ 
pointee under the microscope.

[ C'AREEK ( LUiFE 

WiLson is a very cultured, like¬ 
able gentleman of 53, who looks 
more like a bank clerk than an 
ambassador. Son of a Chicago 
shirt manufacturer, he wa.s given 
all the advantages of an educa¬ 
tion at Yale and in Paris, and 
worked hard in both places. Aft¬ 
erward he spent three years In his 
father’s haberdashery busines.s, 
and at the age of 26 became pri¬ 
vate secretary to the American 
minister to Portugal. 

During the 27 years that fol¬ 
lowed, Wilson has been stationed 
in half a dozen different capitals, 
has been a good fliplomat. He is 
shrewd, intelligent, has worked 
hard at diplomacy, also at per¬ 
sonal politics. 

The climax of the latter came 
in 1927 when Wilson wa.s in charge 
of the state department’s press 
relations, also chief of the per¬ 
sonnel board. In this capacity he 
helped to promote him.self and 
close associates to lush ministe¬ 
rial and ambassadorial jobs 
abroad. This was the famous 
career clique which dominated for¬ 
eign relations at the time Frank 
B. Kellogg was having such hard 
sledding in Nicaragua and Mex¬ 
ico. and their self-promotion 
caused such criticism that they 
founrl it expedient to live abroad 
for .some time. 

Herbert Hoover, who didn’t ap¬ 
prove of the career clique, de¬ 
moted and transferred some, but 
Hugh Wilson remained in his orig¬ 
inal post as minister to Switzer- 
I land. 

« « « 

‘LEAGITE OF NOTIONS’ 

Here one of his jobs was to 
handle American affairs before 
the League of Nations. Toward 
the league he was a complete cyn¬ 
ic, called it the ‘‘League of No¬ 
tions.” Even in the earlier ideal¬ 
istic days, when Coolidge and Hoo¬ 
ver were attempting disarmament 
in cooperation with the league, 
Wilson pooh-poohed the idea that 
an'^^thing could come of it. 

Re-’^-ardless of the league, Wil¬ 
son is essentially an Old World 
diplomat. Ho believes that there 
can be no lasting peace, that the 


best way to prolong it is by bal¬ 
ance of power and juggling alli¬ 
ances. 

So the state department sent 
Prentiss Gilbert, a man more in 
.sympathy with the league, to be 
stationed regularly in Geneva, 
leaving Wilson in the Swiss capi¬ 
tal of Berne. But when the Man¬ 
churian crisis occurred in 1931 
and Gilbert got the honor of sit¬ 
ting on the League of Nations 
committee, there was a terrific 
howl from the career boys. Gil¬ 
bert was not a career man.

ABOUT-FACE 

Shortly after this, Cordell Hull 
and Norman Davis began to domi¬ 
nate American foreign policy, both 
being old Woodrow Wilson-League 
of Nations men. 

Suddenly, therefore, Hugh Wil¬ 
son stopped talking about the 
"League of Notions.” He began 
to be quite an ardent league root¬ 
er. 

Wilson i.s very ambitious. So 
also is his wife, Katie. In Wash¬ 
ington she always made it a point 
to play bridge with the wife of 
the under secretary of .state. En¬ 
visaging advancement for himself, 
Wilson contrived the idea of cre¬ 
ating a new office, "Amerli'aii 
High Commissioner to the League 
of Nations,” to sit in Geneva. 

This clicked in Washington until 
it leaked to the press and got un¬ 
favorable comment on Capitol hill. 
Whereupon Mr. Hull threw it in 
the scrap basket. That was the 
end of Hugh Wilson’s promotion. 
• • •

His ambition was rewarded two 
years later, however, when he 
came bark to Wa.shington as as¬ 
sistant secretary of state. But 
here he did not fit. The state 
department had caught some of 
the spirit of the New Deal, and 
Wilson was living back in the dip¬ 
lomatic dark ages of Harding and 
Coolidge. 

For instance, when Uruguay 
proposed to the United States and 
other Pan-American nations that 
they recognize the belligerent 
rights of Franco in Spain, Wilson 
favored it. It did not matter to 
him that the President of the 
United States had ju.st taken a 
trip to South America for the pur- 
po.se of preaching democracy as 
against Fascism. Nor did it mat¬ 
ter that if the United States did 
grant recognition, every other 
Pan-American state would follow 
suit. 

Or perhaps that was what Wil¬ 
son secretly wanted. At any rate. 
Secretary Hull had to over-rule 
him. 

Again, when an American dele¬ 
gation had been sent to Brussels 
to try to conciliate the Chinese- 
Japanese war, Wilson worked se¬ 
cretly for the idea of having Ger¬ 
many arbitrate the di.spute--even 
if this did cut the ground out from 
under the American-inspired Brus¬ 
sels conference.

On the Sunday night after first 
news of the Panay incident was 
received, Wilson paced up and 
down the private office of Secre¬ 
tary Hull while the latter con¬ 
ferred with Admiral Leahy. 

"Don’t do anything drastic," he 
warned, "we must he very cau¬ 
tious, very cautious.”
